Admirable actress though she is, Miss 
Ferguson has been none too fortunate 
in the dramas chosen for her art's rev- 
elation in the last two seasons, but it 
now seems probable that Playwright 
Hurlbut’s work will dring her the long 
deferred good fortune in her task which 
she undoubtedly deserves. 

“The Strange Woman“ has its faults. 
the most perilous of which is the auth-- 
or’s yielding, in the second of its three 
acts, to the temptation to give its title 
role figure several speeches far too long 
to be -pardonable in good drama. At 
least once, too, in fhe third act, he lets 
the main, thread of his story get away 
from him and the play becomes a bit 


sistent rapidity of action. There was a 
long period also, lasting, indeed, through- 
out the first and second acts, when the 
appeal of its story was direfully weak- 
ened by a seeming certainty that its 
dominant theme was to be a preach- 
ment of the right of so-called free 
souls to live together as husband and 
wife without the sacrament of marriage. 
0 Scene of Tenderness, 

But, suddenly and with entire plausi- 
bility, this plea is abandoned in the third 
act, in a scene of infinite tenderness be- 
tween Inez de iPerrefond, the Strang 
Woman” in the case; John Hemingway, 
her fiance, and Mrs. Hemingway, his 
self-sacrificing old mother, and the play 
reaches a quite moving and consistent 
finish, amply justifying the vast enthu- 
siasm of its reception by its first New 


lYork audiefice. 


It must be conceded that Hurlbut has 
provided @ brilliant and magnetic role 
for Miss Ferguson's playing in ‘this 
part of Inez de Pierreford, and that in 
precipitating this glowingly vital, cul- 
tured, widely-traveled and intellectually 
advanced woman into the narrow and 
crude life of Delphi, a small city in 
Iowa, as the betrothed of John Mem- 
ingway, a successful young architect 
whom she had met in Paris, he has 
seized upon a situation rich in dramatic 
possibilities. It is a situation full of 
menace to the woman whose alien love- 
liness in a resentfully hostile commun- 
ity gives the play its title. Its oppor- 
tunities in this direction are quite com- 
petently utilized. The big chances for 
grippingly strong emotional work are 
finely grasped by Elsie Ferguson, 80 
capably encompassed in fact that the 
house rang time and again with ap- 


compelled. 
The play’s movemert early develops 


clash between Inez de Pierrefond and 
certain of. her kinfolk-in-law and other 
members of Delphi's social set is a 
clash between a resolute, though ill- 
founded individualism and a stubborn, 
angry and unforgiving conventionalism 
bent upon “crucifying”’ the stranger. 


Unexpected Change in Play. | 


It is seen that the fight is to be fought 
to the bitter finish and it is here that 
the original agreement: between John 
Hemingway and Inez de Pierrefond to 
dispense with the marriage cerémony 
eo greatly endangers the play's success, 
utterly destroying all sympathy for 
woman and man alike. But unexpect- 
edly there comes a moment in the third 
act when John's gentle old mother, 
blissfully ignorant of such an agree- 
ment, tells the “strangé woman” the 


touching little story of the many sacri- 


fices she has made for John's happiness 


and advancement in life, and in these 


sweet sacrifices of loving motherhood 
Inez de Pierefond suddenly perceives 
“the greater truth“ of the true rizght- 
eousness of the so-called “marital bond- 
age’’ which her own first _marriage, 
paignantly tragic, had led her to despise 
end to condemn so passionately. 

From this point to the play’s happy 
ending is-only a step, and, with the fall 
of the last curtain, an undeniable first 
night success seemed to have been 
scored. 


Elsie Ferguson draws her portrait of 
Inez de Pierrefond with sincere charm 
with a delightful playfulness of mood in 
the story's earlier phases, with power- 
ful and unerring strokes of emotional 
effectiveness in the supreme moment of 
conflict, with a most genuine pathos at 
the instant of her first doubting of the 
justice of her creed sanctioning the 
right of the free union of kindred souls, 
and always with the surest evidence of 
the deep loyalty and purity of her love 
tor the man of her chodsing. 

Her three biggest triumphs are scored 
in the exquisite comedy ef her first | 
encounter with the allied forces of her 
Delphi enemies, in her white-hot defi- 
ance of their horfified vengefulness 
when she proudly confesses her willing- 
ness to live’ with John Hemmingway 
without being his lawful wife and in 
the deeply moving scene with his moth- 
er when she renounces her folly-strick. 
en creed and accepts the older and wis- 
er woman's sounder view of a woman's 
duties and responsibilities. She sent the 
character across the footlights with con- 
vincing magnetism, and, unless all signs 
fall, it ts destined to take rank as the 
highest achievement of ae career - the

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst was the calm and pacific 
witness yesterday of thorough-going 
American militantism when Mrs. O. H. 
P. Belmont and her aids made a raid 
upon Gimbel’s department store and 


exploited as women. 
One woman, Helen Castel, was at- 


rested. She was distributing literature 
to those in the crowd who asked for it, 
anc was charged with illegally littering 
‘the pavement. 
Nothing since the shirtwaist strike 
can be likened to the. excitement the 
raid caused. It was the third attempt 
Mrs. Belmont had made to get the ear 
of the Gimbel girls at noon or night, 
On each former occasion the firm got 
wind of her intention and sent its work- 
ers from other entrances, while the so- 
clety suffragette weited at the regular 
employes’ entrance. 
Mrs. Belmont was more wily yester- 
day. It was 5:15 when—in a fine cos- 
tume of gray velvet and with little 
Mrs. Pankhurst,’ gowned in purple, by 
her side—Mra. Belmont stepped through 
& side entrance of Gimbel’s and took 
the elevator to the tea room. 

Ald of Police Invoked. 
They were not recognized and ex- 
changed a few words with some of the 
girls and told them to pass the signal. 
They descended and spoke to a friend 
or two before they left. Immediately 
on their exit Mrs. Boissevain swept 
down the various aisles, addressed some 


others in theeplot did Hkewise in other 
parts of the store. 

The news spread quickly that there 
would be a street meeting at Mrs. Gel- 
mont’s limousine as soon as the clerks 
were meleased.

Do Anything to Save Life 
of George Lookeba-: 


The town residents and college stu- 
dents of Upper Alton are watohing with 


interest developments in the illness of 
“Red” George Lookeba, 15 years old 
the town’s worst boy and its most 
loved one. His case is the subject of 
special announcements in Shurtleff Col- 
lege and the Baptist Church and news 
of his conditions is passed about town. 
There is no limit to the number of 
persons in Upper Alton who hold them- 
selves ready to risk their own health 
if it will save the town’s bad boy. Four 
young women, including “Red” George's 
school teacher, and three young men, 
Sunday bared their arms to razors in 
the hands of doctors, to provide skin 
for the left leg of the boy, badly burned 
several weeks ago by the explosion of 
a bottle of black powder in his pocket. 
He had run away from school to go 
a when the accident happened. 


Master at Playing Pranks 
Why should the whole 1 take such 


an interest in George? Probably be- 
cause George has always taken such 
an interest in the town. No one has 
ever furnished it with the excitement 
that he has. College students, jntent on 


ts 
pranks, recognized in the common schoo" 


boy a master mind for mischief. The 
police feared him and the whole town 
both feared and loved him. 

And now he maf die. When it was an- 
nounced in the Shurtleff College Chapel 
and in the Baptist Church Sunday, how 
critical his condition was and that the 
only chance to save him would be by 
several persons giving skin to be grafted 
on his leg, many went to the home of 
his mother, Mrs. Rose Lookeba, on Col- 
lege avenue, and offered themselves for 
the operation. . 

Dr. E. A. Cook and two assistants per- 
formed the operation. The surgeons cut 
two square inches of skin from the arms 
of the following persons: Miss Ruth 
Megowen, the boy’s schoolteacher; Miss 
Bessie Stallings, a Shurtleff College stu- 
dent; Miss Florence Forwood, a school- 
teacher; Harry Lookeba, an older broth- 
er; Dr. C. C. Reed, a dentist and neigh- 
bor; Harry McCafferty and another 
young woman who asked the doctors not 
to reveal her name. In all, 14 square 
inches of skin were taken from other 
persons’ arms and grafted on the boy’s 
leg. 

Young Woman Made II. 

All those who underwent the operation 
stood it well except Miss Megowen. She 
is ill. Like the others, she had bared 
her arms to the ‘razors without going 
under ether. 

„When we saw how that poor boy, 


that we all like so much, was suffering.“ 


said Miss Stallings, we felt that we 
could stand anything to help him.“ 

As for George, he is confident now 
that he is going to get better, and he is 
very happy to learn that he has so many 
friends who will do so much for him. 
All his life he has waged mischievous 
war against the people of Upper Alton, 
and ‘he had thought that he was an out- 
law. 

‘Tf I get better,” he told a reporter 
Tuesday, I'll never do anything to hurt 
anybody again. I'll not put my water 
bucket up in the tree and I'll not bother 
the police or old Becky or anybody. ru 
be a good boy.“ 

Red George's water bucket’ has for 
a long time been the classical practical 
joke of Upper Alton. George had a 
water bucket which he used to fill and 
then place in a tree, over the sidewalk 
in front of his home. To the handle of 
the bucket he attached a string, one 
end of which was in the house. Then 
George would watch the street from the 
front window of his home. When a 
person was under the 
would pull the string and down the 
water would dash on the head of the 
unfortunate pedestrian. 

Worked Trick on Blind Man. 

Soon nobody was walking on the side 
of the street on which George's home is 
and George keenly felt his lack of, vio- 
tims. In desperation he worked the 


Ind trick on a blind man and a woman's 


jury in a Justice Court fined him $2. 

There is an odd 014 woman in Upper Al- 
ton who is known to most persons of the 
town merely as Becky. She has a 
penchant for going about the streets 
with big bundles under her arms and 
she is much annoyed by small boys. 

Halloween night, Becky aroused the 
citizens along prominent streets of Up- 
per Alton with dreadful recitals of 
frightful tricks that had just been 
played on her by several boys. She 
begged that the police be called. 

The police were called and a citizens’ 
posse formed to hunt down the obnox-
